For instance, he said, people speak glibly 
of nature photos, documentary photos and news photos, but these terms 
mean different things to different people. 

He will illustrate these and other photo types during the broadcast. 

The "Swing into Sports" series, regularly broadcast Mondays, 8:35 
to 9 P.M., has been featuring photography and photographers since 
November 3. According to Bob Loewi, producer-director of the shows, 
audience response has been so enthusiastic that plans for a new series 
devoted entirely to photography and tentatively titled "Fun of Photogra¬ 
phy," 'are under serious consideration. 

Mabel Scacheri, camera authority and World-Telegram columnist, 
has been regularly featured on the programs. Next Monday Miss Scacheri 
will show the television audience some examples of what to avoid in 
talking pictures.
